This information tended to show 
that Allen had in his possession at his 
home in Kenosha other valuable goods on 
which he had paid no duty. . 

In the meantime, Mr. Parr says, he 
has been working on other clues in rela- 
tion to the activities of the wealthy New 
Yorker, and some of the points that had 
developed indicated to his mind that 
there might be some connection between 
the two affairs. The Allen case, there-

The announcement of a further issue 
of $50,000,000 of American Telephone and 
Telegraph stock, to which the stockhold- 
ers are privileged to subscribe at par, 
was made last Tuesday, the day on which 
the shares of the company were admitted 
to trading on the Paris Bourse. 

The news was received in the New 
York market with a decline of 4% points, 
the stock, which had sold at 151% on 
Monday, going to 147%. The additional 
stock issue was announced in the morn- 
ing after the Directors’ meeting, by 
which time the Paris’: Bourse had closed, 
owing to the five hours difference in 
time, and, although the fact that such 
an issue was to be made had been ex- 
plained in the annual report, issued only 
a short time previous, the Banque de 
Paris et des Pays Bas, which was the 
head of the syndicate listing the 300,000 
shares which had been put on the Paris 
Bourse, announced that it would cancel 
all contracts made on Tuesday before 
the news of the new stock issue. 

Since then the stock has recovered to 
149%, and closed yesterday at 148%. 


“NELLIE BLY” SEES DIX. 


Asks Governor to Have Forgeries of 
Her Name Investigated. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, June 26.—An appeal for an 
inquiry by the State Banking Department 
into the alleged forgeriés on the part of 
her employes, who, she says, have prac- 
tically ruined her financially, was made 
to Gov. Dix to-day by Mrs. E. C. Sea- 
man, who is widely known as “ Neliie 
Bly.” She alleged that checks for more 
than $1,600,000 bearing forgeries of her 
name have been cashed, 

Mrs. Seaman told the Governor that 
the Broadway Bank of Brooklyn had 
honored thousands of dollars of checks 
never signed by her, but labeled “ E. C. 
Seaman, Treasurer for the Iron Clad 
Manufacturing Company.’ She kept no 
account with that institution, she said. 

“Tf want to find out if the State of New 
York will allow a woman engaged in a 
legitimate business to be robbed as I 
have been robbed,’ she said. ‘I appeal 
to the Governor, because I have nowhere 
else to go.” 

Mrs. Seaman asserted that the Iron- 
clad Manufacturing Company, bequeathed 
to her twelve years ago by her husband 
had been looted. ‘I have lost hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, and I believe that 
an investigation by the State will disclose 
these who are responsible for the thefts 
and forgery of which I have been a vic- 
tim,’’ she said. In her statement Mrs. 
Seaman declared that early last April, 
after falling to obtain but a meagre in- 
come from the business, she had discov- 
ered that forged checks for $1,400,000 had 
been cashed at the Broadway Bank of 
Brooklyn.

When they had somewhat recovered the 
Captain of the Monmouth who, with his 
officers, at first feared there had been 
more than the twain on the Madeline, 
interviewed them. Capt. Boyce told him 
that the Madeline, a 30-foot fishing and 
oyster sloup, recently converted into a 
power boat, was the largest part of his 
possessions and his means of livelihood. 
He had crossed the harbor with some 
passengers and a cargo of clams, all of 
which he had landed at South Beach. 

After accumulating a mixed cargo of 
such commodities as they could obtain on 
Sunday, they had started for home under 
the protection of a white lantern on the 
bow. 

Capt. Boyce said he had just {installed a 
new engine at a cost of $145, and know- 
ing thet their course should not take 
them anywhere near the old Main Ship 
Channel, which the Sandy Hook fliers 
still use, and believing they had the bay 
to themselves, as they saw nothing but 
the shore lights, they removed their lan- 
tern into the hold to study the workings 
of the new motor.

EXPLOSION ON SUBMARINE. 


Three Men Burned When Backfire 
Reaches Leaking Gasoline.

SAN DIEGO, Cal., June 26.—A gasoline 
explosion on the submarine Pike in the 
harbor to-night seriously burned Machin- 
ists F, W. Elliott, J. W. Jeffries, and L. 
B. Walker, electrician. Elliott and Jef- 
fries were seriously burned on the face 
and chest, Walker’s hands were burned 
when he rushed to the switchboard 
through the shooting flames and pulled 
the switch. 

Right men were aboard the submarine, 
which was anchored at the Coronado 
wharf. The men had finished charging 
the batteries, and had started the engine. 
The engine backfired, which caused leak- 
ing gasoline in the crank pit to explode. 

The force of the explosion lifted the 
deck plates. William Menefree was on 
deck unscrewing the muffler, and the 
blaze shooting through the hatches singed 
his hair. All the injured were removed to 
the ship Iris, where their injuries were 
dressed by the ship surgeon. Capt. Ellis 
of the Iris will convene a court of inquiry 
to ascertain the cause of the accident to- 
morrow evening.

Bavliss, 62 years old, has been forced not 
only to berome a scrubwoman, but to 
bear up with what she calls unchristian- 
like conduct on the part of people she 
formerly numbered among her friends. 

The minister, who was pastor of a Con- 
gregational Church, was sent to jail be- 
cauce he was unable to pay a $250 fine 
imposed in a libel suit brought against 


the Rev. Mr. Bavliss by former Mayor 
John Woods of Somerville. The clergy- 
man was accused of having inspired a 
story printed in The Somerville Sun 
charging Woods with having been drunk 
at 1 Fourth of July pienic two years ago. 

Since her husband began his life in a 
cell at East Cambridge his aged wife has 
had to work for her living. One day she 
is a scrubwoman, and on another she is a 
laundress. Frequently she has to work 
in the homes of members of her hus- 
band’s congregation—homes to which she 
used to gO as a welcome friend of the 
family. She says that few of her former 
friends speak to her. 

The Rev. Dr. Conrad, pastor of the 
Park Street Church of Boston, hopes to 
raise $250 to pay the fine. He has prom- 
ised that his own church will subscribe 
one-fifth. Dr. Conrad believes the im-

Girl Complains He Kissed and Hugged 
Her In Car—E. V. W. Rossiter’s 


Son Once Beaten by a Father. 





Mrs. Catherine Maurer of 1,112 Clay 
Avenue, Bronx, went to Fifty-ninth 
Street and Second Avenue last night to 
meet her ten-year-ord daughter, Ethel, 
who had been to visit her grandmother 
on Long Island and was returning in a 
trolley car over the Queensboro Bridge. 
When the child got off the car she, ac- 
cording to her mother, appeared to be 
badly scared. 

‘What's the 
Maurer. 

‘‘On the way over in the car,"’ said the 
child, ‘‘a big man kept putting his arms 
around me and kissing me. He hugged 
me so hard that I was so scared I was 


afraid to cry out for fear he would 
throw me from the car or something. 
He kept this up almost the whole way to 
New York.” 


The girl pointed to a tall, well dressed | 
young man in a dark suit, with a band of 
crepe on the sleeve, on the opposite side 
of the street and said: 

‘ That’s the man, mamma.” 

Mrs. Maurer approached the-man and 
asked for no explanation. The man de- 
nied having annoyed the little girl, but 
said he was a passenger on a Flushing car 
from Long Island. Mrs. Maurer says 
she believed the child’s story, and there- 
upon brought her umbrella down on the 
man’s head. 

His hat rolled off, and he darted across 
the street with Mrs. Maurer, followed by 
a crowd in pursuit. The man stopped in 
the doorway of a hotel, and again Mrs. 
Maurer struck him with the umbrella. 

Policeman Powers of the 275th Precinct 
in Long Island was passing and saved the 
man, who was begging for mercy, from a 
further beating, and took Mrs. Maurer, 
her daughter, and the man to the East 
Sixty-seventh Street Station. There the 
child repeated her story. 

The prisoner described himself as John 
Powers, a ticket agent, of Tottenville, S. 
I, and asked to be permitted to com- 
municate with friends for the purpose of 
obtaining bail. He was informed that he 


would be taken at once to Night Court. 
Tie took his arrest coolly, and remarked 
that if the case went far enough “he 
would have to see some one.” 

It was learned later from the police that 
the isan carried an identificaiicn eard, on 
which was a picture of himsel/, and un- 
derneath the picture was written, ‘‘ Er- 
nest T. Rossiter, 23 Sanford Avenue, 
Flushing, Long Island.” 

Magistrate Corrigan, in the Men’s Night 
Court, held the prisoner in $500 bail for 
a further examination to-day in the York- 
VHle Court on a charge of disorderly con- 
duct and simple assault preferred by the 
child’s mother on her behal?. 

In the Night Court the prisoner swore 
to the name “John Powers,” and that 
name was recorded on the blotter of the 
East Sixty-seventh Street Station. A note 
was appended, however, referring to the 
finding of the identification card bearing 
the name “ Ernest T. Rossiter.” 4 

After bail had been fixed the prisoner 
was sent to a cell in the court prison. 
Previous to that, however, according to 
one of the keepers, he admitted he was 
Ernest T. Rossiter, but he refused to talk 
to newspaper men. An umbrella car- 
ried by him, and which was left in the 
prison office, was examined, and on the 
Silver handle the initials ‘‘E. T. R. were 
found. 

From his cell the prisoner asked that 
a Mr. Manning be informed of his pre- 
dicament. The keeper called up an ad- 
dress, preSumably Mr. Manning’s, by tele- 
phone, but he afterward said he could 
ne. recall the number of the telephone 
call. 

A woman who answered the telenhone 
at the Ressiter residence in Flushing last 
night said that Ernest Rossiter was not 
at home. 

Ernest Rossiter is the son of FE. V. W. 
Rossiter, Vice President of the New York 
Central Railroad, who died at his Flush- 
ing home on Dee. 11, Iast. 

Ernest Rossiter admitted on April il 
that he Was the man who had been 
beaten by George W. Reilly of Flushing 
aboard a lLon Tsland Railroad train. 
Mr. Reiliy said that he had beaten a 
young man who had tried to foree his 
attentions on his daughter, Gertrude 
Reilly. Mr. Reilly wielded his umbrella 
sO vigorously that his victim left the 
train at the next stop. 

Rossiter denied emphatically that he 
had dropped a note in Miss Relilly’s lap, 
as her father charged. 


POLICE SMASH MANY DOORS. 


Batter Down Five to Gain Entrance to 
One Poolroom—Two Others Ralded. 


Inspector Hughes and IiAeut. Jones, the 
new raiders of Deputy Police Commisgsion- 
er Dougherty’s staff, broke into three 
poolrooms yesterday afternoon, all in the 
downtown district. All the raids caused 
the gathering of big crowds, and the re- 
serves were called from the East Fifth 
Street and Union Market police stations 
to clear the downtown platform of the 
Third Avenue Elevated at Fourteenth 
Street, while Inspector Hughes and his 
raiders -were at work. 

The place selected by Hughes was on 
the second floor of a three-story frame 
building at 116 Third Avenue, just south 
of Fourteenth Street and visible from the 
elevated station. Hughes, with Detect- 
ives De Cantillon, Pardey, and Hyrand; 
had watched the place for several days 
without finding an opportunity to get in. 
Shortly after 5 o’clock yesterday there 
was a fight in the barber’s shop on the 
ground floor of the building, and the 
doorman of the poolroom ran to the bar- 
ber’s shop. 

Hughes and his detectives seized the 
opportunity to ascend the stairs. A man 
who appeared to be a telephone lineman 
was coming out, and when Hughes said 
he wanted to see the boss the lineman 
rapped three times on the door which he 
had closed behind him. It was opened 
and the detectives entered. 

They found fifty men in the room, which 
was equipped as a-poolroom and also con- 
tained two roulette wheels. They ar- 
rested six men. 

Jones went first to 147 Park Row, near 
Chatham Square, and arrested two men, 
the only ones he found in a suspected 

oolroom there. Then, with fifteen men 

e went to the Haven Social Club at 64 
BEast Fourth Street, a four-story and 
basement house. The police broke down 
the outer door and then a vestibule door,

This 
information was given to Dr. Evans by 
one of the supervisors. 


FIRESIDE WOMAN’S PLACE. 


Bishop Lawrence Says They Do Not 
Need to Enter Civic Reform. 


BOSTON, June 26.—Advice to women to 
stay by their own firesides, to raise the 
degraded or downtrodden in the out- 
side world, was given the graduates of 
Radcliffe College by Bishop William Law- 
rence of Massachusetts in the Radcliffe 
baccalaureate sermon yesterday, 

‘“Woman,”’ he said, ‘‘ does not need to 
enter into civic reform. “Woman's ef- 
forts would better be confined to her 
home, to her own small circle, to diffus- 
ing rays of graciousness and light, rather 
than atempting to uplift the degraded 
and the downtrodden.”’ 


GOT HIS PICKPOCKETS. 


Detective’s First Arrest of Them 
Falled, but the Second Didn’t. 


Detective McKenna of the Central Of- 
fice saw two pickpockets whom he reéc- 
ognized in the crowd at the uptown For- 
ty-second Street station of the Third Ave- 
nue elevated yesterday morning and ar- 
rested them. The men, David Wolf of 
8.078 Third Avenue, and Herman Kendler 
of 854 West Seventeenth Street, protest- 
ed vigorously, and Magistrate Steinert 
in the Yorkville Court discharged them 
when McKenna was compelled to admit 
that he had not seen them do anything 
wrong, arresting them simply because of 
thelr records.

SEATTLE, Wash., June 26.—Richard A. 
Ballinger, ex-Secretary of the Interior, 
gave out this statement to-day: 

‘“*Many persons seem to be 
under the erroneous impression that the 
recent decision of the Commissionér of 
the General Land Office, in canceling the 
Cunningham claims, is a reversal of my 
official reiation to these claims.

RESTRICTS SALE OF GAME. 


Gov. Dix Signs the Bayne Bill 
tecting Native Wild Animals. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, June 26.—An important 
change in the policy of the State was 
made to-day when Gov. Dix signed Sen- 
}ator Bayne’s bill greatly restricting the 
‘sale of game in this State. The measure 
was urged by Dr. W. T. Hornaday, Di- 
\rector of the Bronx Zoo, and others in- 
terested in wild life of the country, with 
a view of putting an end to the killing 
of game for commercial purposes. It was 
represented that unless such restriction 
was made there would be no game of any 
character in the State in ten years. 
The new law prohibits the sale of game 
native to this State, but exempts certain 
animals which are imported. Further- 
more, the law permits the licensing of 
game and bird farms for the benefit of 


hotel proprietors and other purchasers of 
game, Within certain dates game so raised 
'may be sold, under the supervision of the 
Forest, Fish and Game Department. 
The prohibition of the new law extends 
to wild hares, squirrels of all species, 
wild deer, elk, moose and caribou of all 
species, whether killed in this State or he- 
yond its borders, and to game birds he- 
‘longing to any species native to this 
State, whether killed in or out of the 
| State,

Froccedings before the Board of United 
States General Appraisers yesterday cis- 
close the fact that extensive frauds have 
been practiced for a long time on the 
Government revenues by means of the 
undervalvation of laces from Syria. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars have been 
lost to the Treasury Departmeht in this 
manner within the past decade. 

Most of the laces come from Beirut, and 


are asséssed under the tariff law at the | 


high rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem. 


Complaints from certain dealers in New. 


York were made some time ago to Frank- 
lin MacVeagh, Secretary of the Treasury, 
that several handlers of these goods were 
selling them to the trade cheaper than 
they could be bought in Beirut. The Sec- 
retary sent one of the Government gspe- 
cial agents stationed in Europe to: the 
Syrian lace centre to investigate. 

The investigation, it was said yesterday, 
disclosed that certain exporters nad been 
sending goods into the American market 
at gross undervaluations. The frauds, it 
was said, were practiced by means of pri- 
vate invoices, .intended to deeasive tlie 
cusioms officials on this side of. the At- 
lantic. 

The agent’s report was forwarded to 
Francis W. Bird, Appraiser of che Port, 
and turned over to Charles W. MacDon- 
ough, Deputy Appraiser of the Textile 
Division. It is said Mr. MacDonough was 
not long in finding that the allegatioas of 
fraud were true. Advances overentered, 


or invoice values approximating 150 per 
cent. were thereupon imposed vy .ne Ap- 
praiser’s office. 

The American representatives of the 
Beirut exporters appealed to William HK. 
Howell, acting as a single General Ap- 
praiser, for a review of the action cf the 
Appraiser of the Port. Mr. Howell up- 
held most of the advances in value, s]- 
though in a few cases the percentages cf 
increase were reduced to around 125 per 
cent.

SON SAILS TO OVERTAKE HIM 





Wireless Message Sent to Keep Him 
Under Guard at Havre—Looks 
Like John D. Rockefeller. 





It pecame known yesterday that Daniel 
Atden, a first-class passenger, who was 


incorrectly reported to have committed ! 


suicide on the French liner Lorraine, 
which sailed from New York last Thurs- 
day, is Daniel Alden Loring; President of 
the Aetna Real Estate and Lvan Com- 
pany, with offices on the sixth floor at 47 
West Thirty-fourth Street. 

On Wednesday afternoon a well-dressed 
man about 60 years old, who bore a strik- 
ing resemblance to John D, Rockefaller, 
it was eaid, entered the office of a steam- 
Ship agent in this city and asked if he 
cculd get a cabin alone on the Lorraine 
sailing the next day for Havre, he added 
that his rame was Daniel Alden, and tbat 


he was accustomed to traveling alone on 
a voyage. It did not matter whether the 
room was an inside or an outside one, he 
said, so long as he had the room to bim- 
self. The agent obtained a room on. the 
liner by telephone, and Mr. Alden took 
the ticket, giving his address as the Hol- 
land House, Thirtleth Street and Difth 
Avenue. 

The Lorraine gailed on Thursday at 10 
A. M., har schdyle time, and later in the 
day a man about 35 years old called at 
the office of the steamship agent and 
asked if an elderly man somewhat resom- 
bling John D. Rockefeller had booked a 
passage there the previous day on any of 
the Atlantic liners sailing that morning 
for Europe. The agent informed him that 
three had sailed that morning, the Lor- 
raine for Havre, Prinz Friedrich Wil- 
heln for Bremen, und the Hellig Vlav for 
Copenhagen, and admitted that a mun re- 
sembling the oil mugnate was a passenger 
on one of the three, but declined to give 
any further particulars until he was sat- 
isfield by whom and for what reason the 
information was required. 

The inquirer replied that he was Daniel 
Alden Loring, Jr., a member of ihe firm 
ef Carlisle, Meilick & Co., stock brokers 
at 20 Broad Street, and the man he was 
inguiring for was his father, Daniel Alden 
Loring, President of the Aetna Real 
Estate and Loan Company, of which he, 
the son. was also a Director. Mr. Loring 
went on to say that his father had been 
ill for some time with rheumatism, and 
that it had brought on nervous ‘rouble. 
He expressed the fear that he might at- 
ten:pt to take his life on the voyage. 

The senior Mr, Loring left his apart- 
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ment at 1 West 
Wednes€ay. taking a suit case, una at 
first it was thought he had gone 10 visit 
his scn at Glen Cove L. L., but when 
nothing had been heard from him. by 
Thursday noon members of ‘iis family 
Suspected .that he might have sailed for 
Europe. The son finally found that he 
hed been in a restaurant near the avent’s 
cffice on Wednesday, for luncheon. 

With that information young Mr. Lorirvg 
soon afterward discovered that his father 
had sailed on the Lorraine. under the 
name of Daniel Alden. The son then went 
to the office of the French Line at 19 
State Street and saw the manager of the 
passenger department, who ‘immediately 
had a wireless message. sent io Capt. 
Maurras, commander of the vessel, asking 
if a passenger named Daniel Alden was 
in the first canis, adding that ne resem- 
bled Mr. Rockefeller in appearanze. If 
he was aboard the Captain was requested 
to have a watch kept on him to see that 
he did himself no harm.

| BUSINESS CONDITIONS 





On the Eve of Golng Abroad He 
Points Out Causes of Retarded 
Trade and Development. 





SUGGESTS A SIMPLE REMEDY

Government Board, He Thinks, Would 
Stop Unrest and Help Industry— 
Foreigners, He Says, Are 
Laughing at Us. 





Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Guggenheim and 
their daughter, Gladys, sail to-day on 
the Kronprinzessin Cecilie to spend the 
Summer in Europe. On the eve of his 
departure Mr. Guggenheim discussed 
business conditions in the United States, 
He said: 

“Iam going abroad on my annual trip, 
but I am not in the happiest frame of 
mind over the business conditions that 
‘obtain with us at present. A country 
that has the resources of the United 
States, to whom mother earth gives up 
more than nine billions anually, a sum 
so stupendowls that it is almost unbe~ 
YWevable and has never been equaled 
during any time; nevertheless, we are 
not happy with the present business 
conditions, and we have much reason to 
be dissatisfied. In Germany, England, 
and France they are now having and 
have for a long time enjoyed excellent 
business conditions, whereas we, during 
the last two years, with but a short in- 
terruption, have been and are now doing 
not to exceed from 60 to 70 per cent. of 
cur actual business capacity. The cap- 
tains of industry, and financial men gen- 
erally, when imterviewed give out hope- 
ful views, and claim when certain things 
are out of the way business will improve, 
It is first one thing and then another, 
At one time it was our finances—our 
monetary system being all wrong which 
must be changed; another time we were 
waiting for the decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court; another, the 
Spring crops. Now it is the Summer 
crops; another, the railroad rate question 
had to be adjusted, and then the rail- 
roads would spend money for improve- 
ments, and sO on are reasons given. 


Should Lead in Prosperity. 


“We should now be having the great- 
est prosperity of any country in the 
world, because of our enormous resources 
and because we are healthy in those 
things that go to make a country pros- 


erous. Our finances are sound, money 
s very plentiful, our harvests have been 
abundant, we have had no pests, no 
calamities, such as great fires or earth- 
quakes, and like things. But we are the 
laughing stock of all European econo- 
mists; every so-called ‘captain of indus- 
try’ is supposed to be a criminal liable 
to prosecution. 

“Investigations are going on galore 
by the legal department of the United 
States, not because the department knows 
that our corporations are doing illegal 
acts, but to protect themselves from Con- 
gressional criticism. The Supreme Court 
of the United States has rendered very 
important decisions that the country has 
been waiting for for a long time. Never- 
theless, the officers of the large corpora- 
tions do not know where they are at. 
When one asks the legal fraternity, 
‘What can be done now?’ the usual re- 
ply is, ‘We know now some things that 
trusts cannot do, since the recent deci- 
sions, but we cannot yet tell you what 
you may do.’. And, again, the advice is 
to ‘Wait. wait, wait.” This is the cause 
of so many of our large industrials not 
making expenditures which would start 
the business wheels in motion. 

‘‘In making comparison with the way 
that business is done in the countries 
abroad I do not find that the officers of 
corporations are prosecuted because of 
their co-operating with each other, or of 
making combinations, or of syndicating 
their products. On the contrary, in Ger- 
many, where they are now and have 
been so prosperous, although not having 
the stupendous natural resources of our 
country, there is hardly an article of 
importance that is not syndicated. Fur- 
thermore, the Government itself not only 
permits the syndicating of these prod- 
ucts, but lends itself in many cases 4s 
a partner to these syndicates. 


Syndicates in Germany. 


“Y know, as a matter of fact, that in 
Germany there are syndicates in coal, 
coke, iron, steel, potash, spelter, lead, and 
many other things, and in all of the 
above the German Government is really 
a partner in interest with the syndicates. 
Furthermore, there are syndicates in 
brass, copper, and wire copper, and the 
Government, being’ the owner of the tele- 
graph and the telephone, is a large buyer 
|of copper materials; nevertheless, it per- 
mits the syndicates to exist and to con- 
duct their business in such a manner as 
will bring the reatest return to the 
evndicates. In Germany everything is 
done to permit the stabilizing of prices. 
If in our country we attempted to do 
such things prosecution would commence 
and we would be looked upon in the light 
of criminals. I have in mind what has 
recently taken place in the investigation 
of the United States Steel Corporation. 
The Governments abroad, whether in 
France, England, or Germany, are de- 
voting themselves to building up thetr 
industrial enterprises, and not to tearing 
them down, as it seems we are. The ex- 
pense entailed by the United States Steel 
Corporation by this investigation, which 
the stockhoHKers finally must pay, has 
cost that company fully $500,000, and in 
addition the indirect loss of having the 
employes’ time and attention taken away 
from their business is much greater than 
the actual money loss. 

One Way Ont. 


“Y believe if we had a competent Gov- 
ernment Board comprised of men who 
would study business conditions, such a 
board would be very useful in the devel- 
opment of our industries. This board 
might work in conjunction with the Sec- 
retary of Commerce. It could collect data 
from different parts of the world through 
our Consuls and study the conditions of 


those countries, study the conditions for 
tariff legislation and amendments, and 
furnish the corporations with much data 
that would be useful to them in order to 
‘supply the wants of foreign countries, and 
,at the same time furnish Congress with 
|'any data that it might need. They should 
i have the power to permit or prevent the 
combination or syndicating of products 
'according to conditions that obtain, anc 
| they could regulate matters so that the 
i best interests of all the people of Amer- 
‘ica would be served. Such a board, with 
| power, I believe would improve our busi- 
'ness conditions enormously not only in 
'the direction of export business, but home 
The greatest gg er 
this 








p 
| direction. 
' The Agricultural Department of the 
| United States—as no one will dispute—has 
‘rendered the country enormous services, 
and I believe a commercial body would 
be invaluable to our country. 

‘‘As regards copper, I do not feel at all 
uneasy because of the likelihood of copper 
selling at too low a price in the near fu- 
ture. My uneasiness is because of a pos- 
sible runaway market, upward, that is 
likely to take place. When you consider 
that during the last twelve months more 
copper has been produced than at any 
time in the history of copper production, 
and with all this there has been over 
40,000 tons more consumed than has been 
produced, and this in face of the fact that 
America has only been doing business on 
the basis of from 60 to 70 per cent. Furth- 
ermore, the merchants formerly carried 
an amount of stock for use averaging 
from three to six weeks. At the present 
time they are not carrying any stocks. 
To a very great extent, this enormous in- 
crease in copper consumption has been 
taken care of by Germany and Hngland. 


Markets Drained in Germany. 
“It is a fact in Germany, with the ex- 
ception of one merchant, stocks on hand 
are not carried beyond one or two days’ 
supply, The company I have in mind car- 
rying stock usually carries about fourteen 
Gays’ supply. Only recently the German 








Government unexpectedly placed an order 
for 8,000 tons of copper, and the copper 
could not be obtained from eny of their 
merchants, but the markets of the ‘vorle 
must be drawn upon. * ; 
_‘" With the conditions new obtaining in 
Germany for the eloctrification of the 
railroads, the possibilities of business im- 
proviris in this country to 100 per cent. 
ousiness Instead of 6 to 70 per cent.) with 
the probabilities of subways being bullt 
in this city requiring £250,000,000 to 
complete during the next five years, 
requiring a. very large amount of 
copper; with the agitation in the Now 
Kngland States for the electrification of 
their railroads within a reasonable range 
of the cities, and with the likelihood of 
many other railroads in the United States 
electrifying their roads, I repeat again 
that I do not fear a low price for copper, 
but rather a runaway price, and nothing 
can be done to prevent it unless the va- 
rious interests get together, study the 
conditions, discuss their affairs, as ha 
been done by the United States Steal 
Company, and prevent such an unfor- 
tunate condition as an abnormal high 
price for copper. But this is something 
that the copper people are not willing to 
do because they fear the annoyance of 
persecution. 

“It is quite true they have had several 
dinners and discussed matters, -but be- 
yond this and being entertained by their 
charming hosts, nothing was accom- 
plished. 


The Tie-up of Alaska. 


“The story of the tie-up of Alaska, for 


which some one is responsible, is a very 
sad one. We have an empiré at our doors 
capable of adding to the wealth of the 
United States $200,000,000 to $300,000,000 
annually, with a gold production equal to 


the best days of California, all depen 
upon railroad facilities. There ot hap, 
12,000 square miles of known coal lands 
in Alaska, although only one-fifth of its 
area has been examined. Notwithstand- 
ing this fact, Alaskans are compelled to 
import coal from foreign ports at a cost 
of $8 to $10 a ton. t is not strange, 
therefore, that the men of Alaska, in 
many respects the pick of the American 
people, willing to per up with the greatest 
hardships, lose their heads and talk of 
seceding and have been guilty of dump- 
ing coal into the sea. They certainly have 
& grievance and they have been denied 
the assistance to which they are justly 
entitled. 

“Alaska needs railroads, and if the 
Government fears that certain individuals 
will control Alaska through the ownership 
of railroads, why does the Government 
not own and operate the transportation 
lines? While I am a thorough believer 
In conservation, it seems to me that we 
have gone very far along the line of con- 
servation when it is realized that we have 
only consumed to this date four-tenths of 
{ per cent. of the coal fields which are 
nlready known to exist in this country. 

“Tt is well known that vast sums of 
money for the development of the re- 
sources of this country might be obt 
from France and could be used and ob- 
tain a double or treble return where prop- 
erly reinvested. Does it not seem a mis- 
fortune that the attacks upon our cor- 
porations should, just at this time, con- 
tinue so persistently when France is 
commencing to invest some of its an- 
nual investment funds estimated to 
amount to $400,000,000? It is conceded by 
all financial men competent to express 
an opinfon that America still requires 
foreign capital, and in very large amounts, 
to develop its resources.” 


FAST TIME ON LONG ISLAND. 


Train Runs 119 Miles to Fort Pond 
Bay In 115 Minutes, 


A special train on the Long Island Rafl- 
road, which left the Pennsylvania Station, 
Seventh Avenue and Thirty-first Street, 
at 7:30 o'clock Sunday morning, made the 
119-mile run to Fort Pond Bay, at the ex- 
treme eastern end of the island, im 115 
minutes. 

In the train were James Bruce Ismay, 
President of the International Mercantfle 
Navigation Company; President Peters of 
the Long Island Rallroad, and other 
steamship and railroad men, who wanted 
to find out Now quickly the raflroad 
journey could be made in case Montauk 
Point were chosen as the Western termi- 
nal for ocean steamships. 

After leaving Manhattan, the train fol- 
lowed the main line of the Long Island 
Railroad to Manorville, where it swung 
over south to Eastport, and followed the 
Montauk Division to the bay. 

The water supply of the locomotive got 
low at Amagansett, but Engineer Hogan 
kept it going for the last eight miles of 
the er in spite of the danger of bursting 
the boiler. 

Although 








the train stopped three 
minutes’ at Woodside, it reached Fort 
Pond Bay at 9:55 Its average 
speed was 62.087 miles an hour. The five 
and a half miles between Yaphank and 
Manorville were covered in four minutes. 
Messrs. Ismay and Peters, after reaching 
the Bay, spent the day in a launch in- 
specting the coast.

Appicello of 78 Withers Street, Brooklyn, 
carried off the highest honors, and he is 
otally blind. The only boy in a class of 
his general average is close 
» YT per cent. Miss Adeline E. Simpson, 
the Principal, is very proud of him, for 
almost all that the boy. knows he learned 
in her school, and learned it quickly, do- 


ing the work of four years in little more 
than a year and a half. 

It was young Appicello who made the 
farewell speech at the closing exercises 
vesterday. It took the form of verses of 
his own composition. Here is one of 
them: 


Before us spreads the futura, 
In tempting scenes 80 fair. 

We look ahead with longing, 
Nor dreum of dark despair. 

Bright hopes now beckon ahead 
With eager spirits, willing, 

The living paths we tread,- 
RemempPering, still remembering, 

What joys the past has shed. 

To-night the blind. boy will be the guest 
of honor at the «exercises of Public School 
4, on Pitt Street, where he will sit on the 
platform with the other notables. | 

Young Appicello was born in Italy in 
1895, and started his schooling there when 
he was seven. Two years later his people 
came to America, and for the next two 
years he was with the Children’s Aid So- 
ciety. Then he met with an accident that 
deprived him of his sight and there came 
months of enforced {dleness. Then the 
chance came in the Fall of 1909 tor him 
to go to Public School 110 and study. 
Since then he has spared no effort, and 
in the Fall he will enter the De Witt 
Clinton High School. 

Cherished more highly than any other 
among his few treasures, the boy has a 
letter from Senator Gore. .The progress 
of the blind boy of the east side reached 
the attention of the blind man of the 
Senate. In his letter, Senator Gore ad- 
vised young Appicello to study law, and 
that is what he plans to do. 
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Policeman on Trial for Killing.

ROBIN LOAN AQAIN EXPLAINED

Auditor Tells How Record Was 
Changed to a Participation and 
is Thanked by the Defendant. 





The People spent the entire hearing yes- 
terday in thé trial of Joseph B. Reich- 
mann, ex-President of the Carnegie Trust 
Company, in the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme’ Court, on the charge of having 
made a fraudulent report to the State 
Banking Department, in recalling wit- 
nesses to fill in corners in its case. Mel- 
ville W. Hutchins, chief examiner of the 
Banking Department, was the first to 
take the stand, and he denied that he 
had seen the report in question before 
the closing of the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany. 

He also denied that Mr. Reichmann had 
ever told him about ‘‘ Robin’s tricks’’ or 
about the $130,000 loan from the Northern 
Bank. He had never, he declared, stated 
that if the Carnegie Trust carried the 
loan on its books it would be likely to 
be closed. 

The prosecution produced a letter from 
the late C. C. Dickinson, Mr. ‘Reichmann’s 
predecessor as President, to the defend- 
ant, written in April last year. Mr. Dick- 
inson called Mr. Reichmann’s attention to 
the fact that certian officials of the Car- 
negie Trust Company were using its 
funds and draft kiting methods to sup- 
port their private enterprises. Mr. Stanch- 
field fought hard against the admission 
of this communication on the ground that 
it did not prove these practices were in 
existence, and that it is now impossible 
to call and cross-examine Mr. Dickinson. 
He was overruled. 

Cross-examining Mr. Hutchins, Mr. 
Stanchfield brought out that the State 
Banking Department had issued a new 
form of return for banks last November, 
in which for the first time to the ques- 
tion about contingent liabilities were add- 
ed the words “including Hability as in- 
dorser or guarantor.’’ Mr. Clark ob- 
jected, but Mr. Stanchfield contended that 
he desired to show that before November 
such contingent liabilities as those his 
client is accused of weet § were. not 
considered by the Banking Department. 
He won his point. 

Then he brought out that Mr. Hutchins 
last April went to Tennessee to examine 
the Tennessee Packing Company and two 
or three other concerns, and got his de- 
scription of them as being businesses of 
considerable size. 

Henry W., Utter, discount clerk of the 
Carnegie Trust Company, Was recalled 
and read off the loans made during the 
Reichmann régime to a number of com- 
anies, in which Mr. Reichmann and 
Mr. Cummins were particularly inter- 
ested. 

Mr. Baldwin took him in hand for 
cross-examination and showed that under 
Mr. Reichmann the Fertilizer loans had 
been reduced by $2,400,000, and the reduc- 
tions in the Pringle, O'Neil, Crabbs, 
Chapman, and Hetterman loans brought 
the reduction to about $3,000,000. 

Mr. Clark wished to bring out that 
under Mr. Reichmann the deposits of the 
company had been also reduced from 
$12,000,600 to $8,000,000, but the question 
was ruled out. 

Then followed a long re-examination of 
Ei. P. Ball, auditor of the Carnegie 
Trust. He stated that there had been 
some mention on Aug. 23 of a participa- 
tion of the Northern Bank in the Carnegie 
loan, but he nevertheless entered the re- 
ceipt of $130,000 from the Northern Bank 
as a note. On Sept. 8 Mr. Reichmann 
had told him that it was a mistake, and 
that it should be a participation. As Mr. 
Reichmann was President and he under- 
stood that the Banking Department did 
not object, he had made the alteration. 

After a long series of questions as to 
the status of the reserve deposits of the 
Carnegie with the National City Bank 
: the National Bank of Commerce, 
the witness admitted that at the time of 
the loan from the Northern Bank the 
Carnegie was overdrawn with the Na- 
tional City Bank to the extent of about 
130,000, the amount of the loan. 

As the witness left the stand at the 
close of the hearing he was cordially 
greeted by Mr. Retchmann, who walked 
over to meet him. The case will continue 
this morning at 10 o'clock. It is hoped 
that all the evidence may be put in to- 
day, and there is talk of a night session 
to wind it up if necessary. 


CUMMINS DENIES CHARGES. 


Never Boasted of Carnegie Backing, 
He Testifies in Carpenter Suit. 


William J. Cummins, the Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the defunct 
Carnegie Trust Company, was a witness 
in the Supreme Court yesterday before 


Justice Lehman and a jury. He was 
called by the State Banking Department 
which {fs seéking to collect $16,500 from 
James R. Carpenter, on a note he 
gave in part payment for some Carnegie 
Trust Company stock, which is not only 
worthless at present, but may make its 
holders liable for assessment to make 
good claims against the company ex- 
ceeding its assets. 

Cummins testified in direct contradict- 
fon to the testimony given by Carpenter, 
who was one of his old friends from the 
South, whom he interested in the Car- 
negie Trust Company. Cummins denied 
telling Carpenter that Andrew Carnegie 
“was right in back of” the company, 
had promised to make {t the adminis- 
tratot of his vast estate when he died, 
and utilized vaults of the Carnegie Safe 
Deposit Company below the trust com- 
any as the storage place for his millions 
n securities. Cummins said that the 
most he had told Carpenter was that 
Charles Courter Dickinson, who promoted 
the bank and .was its President at the 
time, was negotiating with Mr. Carnegie 
to induce him to rent some of the storage 
space of the safe deposit company. 

Depositions taken in Nashville, Tenn., 
tending to show that Cummins was act- 
ing for his own syndicate and not for 
the trust company at the time he made 
the stock sale to Carpenter, Were ex- 
cluded by Justice Lehman.

Skull of Passenger Whom They 
Bragged frem Car May Be Fractured. 





There was a lively seene in frent ef the 
County Court House in Boreugh Hall 
Square, Brooklyn, late yesterday after- 
noon, when a crowd of men, indignant 
at the treatment a passenger was recely- 
ing, threatened employes of the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company with _ violence. 
It was as much as two policemen could 
de to keep the crowd in eheck: In a 
struggle with the trolley men the passen- 
ger; Rebert McMillen ef 166 Clermont 
Avenue, Breoklyn, was injured se badly 
that he had te be attended by an am- 
bulanee surgeon, 

McMillen is 56 years old and is a Post 
Office employe. At the Prospect Park 
plana he boarded a car of the Sixteenth 
Avenue line. He said he asked the con- 
ducter to let him off at Myrtle and 
Vanderbilt Avenues, but that the latter 
failed to ‘inform him that the car did not 
passa that point, 

The car rounded the loop at Borough 


Hall and was starting back on the return | 


trip when the conductor asked McMillen 
for another fare. McMillen refused to 
pay, demanding to be taken back without 


additional charge to the place where he | 


had boarded the car. 

There was a dispute and the car was 
stopped in front of the Court House, one 
of the busiest spots in the borough. An 
inspector of the trolley road told Mc- 
Millen he would have to pay the second 
fare or get off the car. McMillen refused 
to do either. Three other employes of 
the company came forward from cars 
which had become stalled, and the five 
seized McMillen by the arms and legs and 
dragged him from his seat. Their hold 
was broken and McMillen dropped to the 
pavement, the back of his head striking 
the footboard of the car. An ugly gash 
appeared at the back of his head, and he 
lost consciousness. 

At sight of the man’s injury, the crowd, 
which until then seemed to be merely 
amused, showed anger and surged to- 
wards the car, yelling: ‘Get the in- 
spector!’’ Two policemen who had been 
looking calmly on, pushed the crowd back, 
and the injured man was carried into 
the corridor of the Court Heuse. It was 
nearly an hour after a call was made be- 
fore an ambulance surgeon from the 
Brooklyn Hospita! appeared. He thought 
MeMillen’s injury might prove to be a 
fracture of the skull. McMillen, who had 
recovered consciousness, would not go to 
the hospital, and was taken home at his 
request. 

The trolley inspector, who took part in 
the affair, was later arrested on a charge 
of assault. 


WATER DEARTH STILL FEARED 


Supply In Reservoirs 31,000,000,000 
Less Than at This Time Last Year. 


The weekly report’ of the Water Depart- 
ment issued yesterday by Commissioner 
Thompson shows that there is still grave 
danger of a water famine before the 
Summer is over. There are only about 
49,000,000,000 gallons of water in the reser- 
voirs of the Croton system, while at this 
time last year, according to the depart- 
ment figures, theré were about 88,000,- 
000,000 gallons. The supply did not hold 
its own last week as satisfactorily as it 
did the week before, and while 17-100 of 
an inch of rain fell on Sunday, there was 
not a drop in the water shed. 

Commissioner Thompson is continuing 
the work of water waste prevention, 4:16 
160 Special Inspectors are working on the 
lower east side, Of the 6,000 houses al- 
ready visited, leaks of appreciable size 
have been found in more than 5,000. Ina 
large number of cases the first orders of 
the Inspectors to stop the leaks have not 
been carned out. Persons who ignore the 
orders are Hable to a $2 fine.

The filth of Gowanus having become 
unendurable the city has spent a mill- 
ion of dollars to transport it elsewhere.

Our own Metropolitan Sewerage Com- 
mission has ascertained that the water 
of the upper harbor is actually fouler 
than the water of the Hudson River 
where it receives the of the 
The bacteria in the bay are more 
than twice as numerous as in the river. 
The oxygen in the bay !s 67 per cent. 
of normal, and fn the river 72 per cent. 
Yet it is to the harbor that it is pro- 
posed to divert the sewage of the Go- 
wanus and the Passaic. 

It used to be argued that the out- 
going tide took away these impurities 
to the ocean spaces, where Nature did 
its work. LEut it has been established 
that the tides are so foul that they 
merely wash the filth backward and 
forward. The harbor has become a 
cesspool instead of a disposal plant. 
‘And, in spite of all, the complaint is 
already heard that Gowanus Canal has 
not been greatly improved.

A CHANCE FOR THE BOY SCOUTS. 

The Boy Scouts of America are an 
army, not in the military sense, but as 
representing’ the forces that fight for 
progress, health, and virility. With 
400,000 enlisted and 400,000 more now 
working up to the tenderfoot degree, 
Chief Scout ERNEeet THOMPSON SETON 
informs us that “before this year is 
out we think we can surely count on a 
million boys being in our ranks.”’ But 
these forces have met with a reverse at 
College Hill, near Cincinnati.

The same dangers assail the health 
of the multitudes of boy campers, en- 
listed under this banner of progress, as 
those which confronted the 18,000 
officers and enlisted men of the Federal 
army before its mobilization on the 
Mexican border. Secretary of War 
STIMSON’S submitting to vaccination 
against the disease that lurks in so 
large a percentage of the Nation’s 
watersheds in order that he might thus 
set an example for all the people, fol- 
lowed the exhibition of complete im- 
munity imparted to the army. His ex- 
ample was one for civilians, and for the 
Boy Scouts. In Texas only a single 
teamster, unprotected by vaccination, 
developed typhoid fever during the two 
months of dust and rain and camp 
vicissitudes. The recent decision of the 
Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service to include among its bene- 
ficlaries of the anti-typhoid treatment 
all seamen or persons employed in any 
capacity on any licensed vessel of the 
United States, both on inland waters 
and upon the high seas, shows how this 
service regards the measure from the 
point of view of the public health. The 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation of June 24 announces that 
the ‘‘ next logical move would be to 
place the anti-typhoid vaccine at the 
disposal of the civilian practitioner, 
as has been done already with the 
vaccine for the treatment of rabies.” 

Boys and young men are especially 
susceptible to this National scourge. 
They are the flower and the hope of the 
Nation. What better and more serious 
service could the army of Boy Scouts 
engage in than that of spreading, by 
its own example, the propaganda of im- 
munization against typhoid fever? 
They are already enlisted in the “ swat- 
the-typhoid-fly ’” campaign, and that, 
of course, should go on.

The 
identity of their members must be known 
to many who derive little or no profit 
from their operations, and these minor 
conspirators or accomplices would not all 
be likely to resist the temptation to make 
money by giving them up if the sums 
offered were large enough to balance the 
incidental danger.

Third. If there is written or printed on 
the package or container thereof any false 
or fraudulent misrepresentations concerning 
its curative qualities, effect, or physiological 
action. 

This bill, obviously, has not been writ- 
ten with any great care. ‘‘ Any such sub- 
stances ’’ would include practically every- 
thing in the pharmacopoela—not a bad 
idea, but certainly not intended, and too 
far in advance of both professional and 
lay demands. The vital third section, 
with its ‘‘is” for “are,”’ and its queer 
implication that there may be misrepre- 
sentations which are not false or fraudu- 
lent, makes no attempt to allow for hon- 
est differences of opinion as to the value 
or effect of either old drugs or new ones. 
This problem, as we said the other day, 
is a very difficult one, for there ts not 
unanimity among doctors, even as to the 
few drugs that come nearest to being real 
specifics. Some claims are obviously both 
false and fraudulent, but the exact nature 
of others is not so easily determined.

Undeveloped minds must be fed 
on primer type, for the eye is the chief 
channel of appeal in the untutored. The 
man in the street cares not whose namé 
follows an article he reads. Watch in 
any conveyance the eagerness with which 
the yellow editorial article, fn all its in- 
iquity, is devoured. Once the reader is 
fairly under its influence, toes can be 
trod upon without offense, undue jostling 
causes no response, and destination may 
be passed. Sensational articles breeding 
discontent, class- hatred, and appealing 
to and stirring the basest side are most 
sought for and read with avidity. I am 
ready to acknowledge my indebtedness 
to the morning editorial articles in THE 
Trmes for close to twenty years, and I 
confess to reading them first. 

And the power of the visual editorial 
writer, to wit, the cartoonist! Tweed, 
the unspeakable, when Thomas Nast was 
publishing the drawings that destroyed 
him, said: ‘‘ People won’t read, but they 
will look at pictures. We must get this 
man.” A great tribute. It is fear of 
the power of publicity that frightens 
those who would muzzle honest editorial 
writers. Primer type and one-syllable 
words, with their vast influence, have 
come to teach the people, either for good 
or evil Experience shows that man can- 
not be improved by law, but improved 
laws follow improved conditions; censors 
of the press, as of other things, lamenta- 
bly fail. Grant the power of the yellow 
press, too, and look for its abatement in 
the only possible way—education of the 
people to something better.

Betting at Poughkeepsie Indi-

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 26.— 
With the experts all agreed that Cornell 
and Columbia are evenly matched this 
vear for the intercollegiate races to be 
held on the Hudson River here to-mor- 
row afternoon, betting on the two ‘Var- 
sity crews is for the first time in many 
seasons at evens. Every hour which 
brings. the regatta nearer is Seeing an 
increased interest in the betting and a 
good-sized flurry is being caused in the 
Cornell camp by the persistent touting 
of the Columbia crew as the prospective 

winner in the big eight-oared event. 
Again this year Pennsylvania is being 
regarded as a dark horse, and there are

COMMODITY MARKETS. 


WHEAT.—The wheat market closed at an 
advance for the day in all markets, although 
the Minneapolis market showed least gain. 
The improvement seemed to be in large part 
Sympathetic with corn and oats, and also in- 
fluenced by reiteration of bad reports from 
South Dakota, claims of damage in Southern 
Minnesota and Southern North Dakota, and 
also there was possibly some apprehen- 
sion that the general rain all over the 
country might injure the quality and de- 
lay the movement of new wheat. The mar- 
ket outside the Northwest worked up slowly 
but met selling orders on the reports of great- 
ly improved weather in the Northwest and 
rather general rains. Crop experts in the 
field were sending in extremely pessimistic 
reports, but advices from other sources from 
the sections covered by some of these experts 
are not so pessimistic. There were reports of 
increased offerings of new wheat from the 
Southwest. The demand for cash wheat’ was 
reported rather slow. The visible decrease for 
the week was 1,127,000 bushels. World’s ex- 
ports for the week were 11,632,000 bushels, 
against 10,960,000 bushels the previous week 
and 7,560,000 bushels last year. The amount 
afloat for Europe decreased 8,224,000 bushels, 
but is still much larger than last year. Eng- 
lish markets were very steady, while Conti- 
nental markets were irregular, some lower, 
some higher. There was no export business re- 
ported. Cash No. 2 red was quoted at 9tc, free 
on board; No. 1 Northern, $1.04%; No. 1 Mani- 
tobe. $1. 6234. 

COR N. —The market was active and decidedly 
strong, closing at about the top of the day. 
There was active general buying reported at 
the west and active covering of shorts put in 
expectation of a break on the rain. The 
rains came and were heavy over Sunday in 
Nebraska, Iowa, generally east of the Mis- 
sissippi, with showers in Missouri and Kan- 
sas, and heavy rains in Arkansas and Tennes- 
see. With the rains since the middle of the 
week, there has been from Hght to heavy rains 
over the entire country east of the Rockies, 
excepting sections of the Southwest, Oklahoma, 
and part of Texas. Reports of hot winds in 
Kansas ang Missouri and excessive tempera- 
ture and the strength in oats seem to out- 
weigh the general breakin te the drought. 
The visible increased 1,420, bushels for the 
week. World’s exports were 5,085,000 bushels, 
including 4,565,000 from Southeastern Europe 
No. 2 corn for export was quoted at 62%40, free 
on board. 

OATS.—The market was excited and strong, 
gaining about 2c a bushel and olosing at the 
top. The advance in the market found large 
stop orders, and there was heavy general buy- 
ing, which ‘carried the market up with but 
little resistance. Sensational reports were re- 
ceived of a damage to the crop prior to the 
rains, and claims were made that the rains 
which extended over Sunday through practi- 
cally every oats-raising section of any import- 
ance had come too late. Nevertheless, these 
rains will be of vast benefit in the later forage 
and feed crops. The visible increased 168, 
bushels. Standard white oats were — 
474,c; No. 2 white, 48c, and No. 8 whita, 

PROVISIONS. —There was a rather limited 
interest in hog products, but the market was 
firm, influenced in part by the strength in 
feeding grain and a comparatively firm hog 
market. Western receipts swere not heavy, 
amounting to 85,000, including 40,000 at Chi- 
cago.

With the break In the drought condi- 
which was general last week fn the 
Atlantic, Gulf States, and portions of 
belt, the conditions in those 
stricts were made more promising for a basis 
the Gcvernment report, and over Sunday 
there were general heavy rains in Tennessee 
and Arkansas. There were few rains reported 
in Oklahoma and Texas, but the weather pre- 
dictions were for general unsettled conditions 
and cooler in the western belt. The trade 
seems ready to accept the idea of a favorable 
Government report. A break in the drought 
sections in Oklahoma and Texas would put 
the crop over the entire area in most favorable 
position. The resistance shown by the new 
crop months around 13c has been taken as in- 
dicative of rather liberal absorption of cotton 
at that level by epinning Interests, and it is 
claimed that spinners have absorbed enough of 
the early Fall deliveries to take care of the 
first movement of new cotton, so that unless 
the movement is extraordinarily heavy, there 
will be very Hittle pressure on the Fall deliv- 
erles from spot cotton.

North and South Carolina--Lécal showers 
Tuesday.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC STRONG 








Grain Markets Higher, Aithough Rain 
Was Reported from Many States— 
General Bond Market Quiet. 





A reaction at the close of trading on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday materially re- 
duced many earlier gains and in some 
instances carried prices below the closing 
prices of last Friday. The loss of the 
Government’s suit against the Union Pa- 
cific found further reflection at the out- 
set of yesterday's market, Southern Pa- 
eific in particular showing decided 
strength, while Union Pacific on the first 
few transactions showed a gain well in 
excess of a point. The rest of the market 
did not follow these shares to the same 
extent as on Saturday, and before the 
morning was over irregularity had devel- 
oped which prevailed during the rest of 
the session, with a rather sharp reaction 
just before 8 o'clock. Southern Pacific 


withstood the afternoon selling with only

a fractional loss from its high price of 
the day, and showed a net gain of 2% 


‘points, whereas Union. Pacific’s net im- 


* 





provement was confined to an eighth. In 
connection with the strength of Southern 
Pacific some attention was given to the 
suggestion that with the Government's 
suit decided in favor of the Harriman 
lines, the long talked of increase in the 
Southern Pacific dividend from 6 to 7 per 
cent. might be considered by the Direc- 
tors, It is somewhat early to discuss the 
probabilities in this direction, inasmuch 
as the quarterly dividend declared last 
month remains to be paid, and it will be 
well-nigh two months before the dividend 
question will again come before the board. 

Some of the copper stocks, notably 
Amalgamated Copper and American 
Smelting, sold off rather sharply. If the 
decline in these stocks was based on any 
departure from the improvement recently 
noted in the copper trade, no indication of 
this was had in yesterday’s developments. 
Sales of the metal on Saturday which 
were reported yesterday were made at 
12.85 cents a pourd, which its the highest 
figure lately quoted for the metal. 

There was more that was favorable than 
unfavorable in the weather advices, but 
the grain markets were higher. Reports 
from several of the corm Statea told of 
improvement in the outlook for that crop 
because of good rains over the end of the 
week, but corn rose more than did wheat. 
Cotton, on the other hand, showed a de- 
cline, which was heaviest in the July op- 
tion. Trading in bonds included consid- 
erable trading in convertibles, Union Pa- 
cific, Southern Pacific, and Norfolk & 
Western, as well as American Telephone 
and Telegraph issues, showing activity. 
The latter enjoyed an advance from 110% 
to 112. The explanation of this move- 
mert is found in the fact that under the 
terms of the indenture covering these 
bonds theprice at which they can be con- 
verted inte stock will be reduced a re 
sult of the issue of $50,000,000 of new 
steck for which the shareholders are of- 
fered the privilege of subscribing at par. 
Bond dealers report that general trading 
in bonds is quiet. One of the oonditions 
with which bond houses are row contend- 
ing is the willingness of many investors 
te place their money in preferred stooks 
carrying the usual generous dividend 
rates, rather than in bonds yielding « 
necessarily much lower return. Many 
remittances were being made yesterday 
for halt-yearty,payments abroad, and the 
effect of this was noted fm firmer rates 
for foreign exchange. Berltm, which has 
lately been Didding here, and tn the other 
money centres for loans over the end of 
June, offering rates ae high as 5% per 
oent. for these loans, obtained yesteriay 
most of the $5,000,000 gold received in 
London from Seuth Africa.

_In the Fire Departnient’s order, which

This order marks a distinct step in ad- 
vance,’’ said Mr. Ham when a copy of it 
was shown to him, ‘for there is nothing 
more piltiable than the spectacle of young 
men whose earning eapacity has been 
sold out months in advance until they 
have become actually slaves to the lend- 
ers. There are now 200 loan sharks oper- 
ating largely among city and Government 
employes. Each has a capital of about 
$10,000, meking the aggregate capital em- 
ployed about $2,000,000. On this sum they 
Carry on short- time loan transactions gf 

$20,090,000 a And these totals are 
greatly increased by the so-called ‘ vest- 
pocket lenders,’ who operate among their 
fellow-servants of the city or Government 
or large mercantile houses. 

‘The net profits of 100 per cent. a year 
on all money invested is achieved not only 
by the interest charges of from 10 to 20 
per cent. a month, but by a system of 
fines and charges of various kinds in ad- 
dition to the interest. 

““T have in my desk a report from the 
manager of a local loan shark office to 
its proprietor, which shows that a $10,000 
imvestment yielded $10,000 in profits in 
three and one-half months. .From an- 
other institution I have a report showing 
that after eighteen months the proprietor 
withdrew his original investment of 
$10,000 and then had $65,000 in bills col- 
lectible. 

** No city employe can return good serv- 
ice to the tax pavers while constantly 
harassed by the collectors of the loan 
companies, and this fact alone should 
justify the community in’ demanding a 
rigid investigation, with a view of de- 
termining facts upon which to base 
remedial legislation. No such informa- 
tion is now in the possession of any in-

Gambier then rehearsed the 
story of his courtship. ‘“‘She was just a 
nere girl then,”’ he said, ‘‘ when I asked 
her to go to Egypt as Mrs. Gambier.’ He 
flushed deeply when he told how she had

{in response to her letter proposing mar-
